J ames E. Watson is no more of a

had the same effect as the throwing a 
bomb into the “ old burnt six th” would 
hav e. 
It was a political bomb al 
right, but it has sizzled out already 
When Mr. Bassett, who is a promi­ 
nent Republican and a good friend of 
the former congressman, announcei 
that he had his information from a 
reliable 
source, it was 
taken for 
granted that Mr. Watson was a can­ 
didate. 
It caused v arious politicians 
ov er the district to sit up and take 
notice. 
Sev eral newspapers specu­ 
lated Saturday as just who* stand 
the former congressman would take 
in the political arena. 
But it was wasted 
energy . 
Mr. 
Watson 
reiterated 
y esterday his 
statements of the past in regard to 
his candidacy . 
“ I don’t ex pect to 
run for congress,” he said. 
“ I want

Instead of improv ing he grew 
worse and returned here early last 
summer, when he was able to trav el, 
after he had suffered a siege of ill­ 
ness. 
Mr.. Neutzenhelzer grew worse a s 
the summer months passed and he 
was urged to seek a warmer climate. 
As the summer waned he failed to 
improv e and finally went to the State 
tuberculosis sanitorium at Rix hv ille.

Winter Quarters fo r 
the Flo ck 


Purdue Univ ersity Agricultural Ex tensio n 


By D. O. T H O M P S O N , 
One of th e first essentials to be 
considered in th e winter care of th e 
flock is th e h ou sing. 
Th is sh ou ld al­ 
way s be dry above and u nderfoot. 
Th erefore, w h en a sh eep barn or sh ed 
is bu ilt It sh ou ld be located, if p ossi­ 
ble, on an elevated sp ot p rovided with 
good drainage on all sides. No water 
sh ou ld ever be allowTed to ru n into 
th e barn du ring h eavy rains or wh en 
th e snow is rap idly melting in win­ 
ter. 
Keep th e feet dry and do not 
force th e sh eep to lie down on wet I 
floors. 
Su ch conditions cau se rh eu - i 
m atism and stiffness in legs and body .! 
It is ju st as im p ortant also to keep . 
th e coat dry .

The fleece pro v ides ample pro ­ 
tectio n fro m co ld and so lo ng as it 
is kept dry th e flo ck will no t suffer 
fro m the co ld. 
Provid e Ventilation and Sunlig ht. 
Ano ther impo rtant facto r leading to 
the welfare o f the flo ck Is to affo rd 
plenty o f v entilatio n witho ut draughts. 
Co ughing, running at the no se and 
lung diseases, so me fo rm o f which 
are so prev alent in many flo cks, are 
due to draughts sweeping thro ugh the 
barn o r shed. 
An abundance o f dry 
air must be supplied witho ut the In* 


ju riou s drau gh ts. 
Th is may be done 
best by h aving th e north , east and 
west sides tigh tly closed, with most 
of th e sou th side op en to admit th e 
su nligh t as well as th e air. Su fficient 
ch ange of air may be secu red in th is 
way , with ou t th e inju riou s effects of 
a direct drau gh t th rou gh th e barn 
resu lting from op enings on op p osite 
sides of th e bu ilding. 
Allow abu ndant su nsh ine. 
Sh eep 
enjoy p lenty of ligh t and do not th rive 
in dark p laces. 
It not only keep s th e 
flock in a contented 
condition, 
bu t 
wh en fu rnish ed with th e direct ray s of 
th e su n aids m aterially In keep ing 
th e qu arters dry 
Th en, too, th ere is 
no p u rify ing agent against filth , bac­ 
teria and 
oth er disease p rodu cing 
conditions so ch eap and effective as 
th e direct ray s of th e su n. 


Amount of Sp ace Req uired . 
Allow enou gh sh ed sp ace for each 
ewe so th at 
th e sh ed 
will not

Th is may be p rovided for by 
fu rnish ing abou t 100 squ are feet for 
every 1,000 p ou nds of sh eep or by 
allowing 12 to 15 squ are feet for each 
ewe.

Exercise. 
Plenty of ex ercise is essential to the 
h ealth and vitality o f th e flo ck. Make 
the sh eep take ex ercise. Do this by 
furnishing th em co nstant access to a 
dry y ard with a sunny ex po sure, pro ­ 
tected from the wind as far as po s­ 
sible 
Ordinarily a healthy pro perly 
fed flo ck will 
be o ut In the 
o pen 
mo st o f the time during pleasant day s 
It giv en the o ppo rtunity . 
Ex ercise 
may be induced by making the ewes 
go to so me o ther part o f the farm 
o n dry day s to get their ro ughage.

MATERIAL REDUCTION 
IN THE SUGAR TARIFF 


Committee Practically Ag rees On 


the Terms. 


W ash ington, 
Jan. 22.—Practically 
th e term s of th e su gar tariff revision 
bill th at is to be rep orted to th e h ou se 
by th e Democratic committee on wray s 
and means h ave been agreed u p on. 
Th e measu re will be taken up after 
th e p assage of th e bill p rep aring a re­ 
vision of th e iron, steel and ch emical 
sch edu les. 
If p resent p lans are car­ 
ried ou t, th e su gar revision bill will 
imp ose a du ty of $1 a h u ndred p ou nds 
on th e raw p rodu ct instead of $1.68 , as 
at p resent. 
Th e redu ction will be 
greater th an ap p ears on th e su rface. 
Under th e recip rocal trade agreement 
with Cu ba, su gar imp orts from th e 
Island are admitted at a rate 20 p er 
cent lower th an th at imp osed on th e 
p rodu ct coining from oth er cou ntries. 
As most of th e raw su gar brou gh t to 
th is cou ntry comes from Cu ba, th e 
Democratic rate of $1 really means a 
cu t to 80 cents. Only a few of th e rad­ 
icals among th e h ou se Democrats will 
insist on admission of su gar du ty free. 
Th e h ou se leaders declare th at from a 
revenu e standp oint free su gar is an 
imp ossibility . 
Th ey p oint ou t th at 
su gar is th e largest single item of rev­ 
enu e in th e tariff law', and y ields abou t 
$60,000,000 a y ear. 
Th ey argu e th at 
u ntil oth er sou rces of revenu e are de­ 
vised su gar mu st rem ain on th e du tia­ 
ble list. It is th e op inion of Democrat­ 
ic leaders th at th e beet su gar indu stry 
will not su ffer u nder a rate of $1 a h u n­ 
dred p ou nds. Wh ile th is interest p re­ 
fers th e p resent tariff, some of its 
sp okesmen say th at th e p rop osed rate 
will not m aterially inju re th e beet 
su gar m anu factu rers.

making their co mplete ro unds and 
thus delay the deliv ery o f mail to 
so me part o f the ro ute. 
Ho wev er, 
Rush co unty is in much better shape 
than 
so me o f the o ther 
co unties 
where the ro ads are no t so well im­ 
pro v ed and co nsequently mo re im­ 
passable. 
At the same time the passabilitv o f 
ro ads do es no t depend entirely upo n 
the co nditio n o f the materials with 
which they are co nstructed. 
In so me 
places 
ev en 
in Rush 
co unty , the 
ro ads drift shut when there co mes a 
big sno w sto rm. 
Drifts o f sno w are caused by sev ­ 
eral different thing s. 
In the first 
place so me o f the fences used in the 
co untry are just o f the rig ht co n­ 
structio n to cause the sno w to fall 
and accumulate in larg e quantities 
o n the windward side o f them. Ro cks, 
hills and wo o ds so metimes hav e a 
tendency to cause drifts. 
Ro ads that 
are affected with drifts are g enerally 
tho se running in a no rth and so uth 
directio n. 
This is 
caused by the 
g eneral 
westerly 
tendency 
o f 
the 
winds that sweep Indiana. 
The rural mail carriers are affected 
in mo re way s than o ne by impassable 
ro ads. Rad ro ads no t o nly mean that 
a part o f the ro ute must be missed, 
but that the carrier lo ses a part o f 
his day ’s salary , altho ug h he may 
wo rk during the entire day . 
The 
rules and reg ulatio ns o f 
the rural 
po stal serv ice say s that when a rural 
carrier reaches an impassable barrier 
in the ro ad he trav els he shall make 
whatev er effo rts can be made to g et 
aro und it by deto uring , and in ease o f 
failure must return to the o ffice and 
start o n his ro ute the ether way . 
The Indiana law co ntains special 
leg islatio n fo r ro ads o v er which rural 
ro ute carriers 
must trav el 
during 
thei ro unds. Tn it pro v isio ns are made 
fo r the maintenance, repair and keep­ 
ing clear o f all such ro ads by the 
co unty 
co mmissio ners, 
to wnship 
trustees and ro ad superv iso rs. 
The fo llo wing is the Indiana law 
upo n this subject:

Sweet Potatoes in Syrup.—Choose 
smooth, even p otatoes of mediu m size, 
boil twenty minu tes, drop in cold 
water, p eel, dip in melted bu tter, roll 
in su gar, p u t into a bu ttered bag, with 
su gar, bu tter and lemon ju ice enou gh 
to make a fairly rich syru p .

dish. 
Spanish Onions.—Parbo il fo r fifteen 
minu tes Sp anish or Bermu da onions, 
chill them in cold water, then cu t a 
V ou t of the hearts.

Pu t in five cu p s of su gar and strain 
o v er the whole a gallon and a qu arter 
o f weak tea, boiling hot, then add a 
cu p fu l of ru m. 
This also is better 
for standing—it keep s several days 
in a cool p lace. 
The ru m can be 
omitted if there are scru p les regard­ 
ing it. 
In that case the strained 
ju ice of a p ineap p le that has been 
shredded and allowed to stand twen­ 
ty-fou r hou rs in su gar can take its 
p lace.

The 
jury reported inability to agree. 
The whitecapping of McFarland was 
the first to occur in Monroe county for 
five years, although many years ago 
the “regulators” frequently made noc­ 
turn al visits and even into neighbor­ 
ing counties to adm inister floggings.

While there are a few egg producers 
wTho take the best of care of their 
product, the average farm er considers 
the eggs produced on the farm a by­ 
product and makes very little pro­ 
vision for their care, aside fronv gath­ 
ering them. 
A large loss is caused 
by dirty eggs, the number being enor­ 
mous, and according to the estim ate 
of Secretary Wilson of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture this money loss 
to the farm ers in the United States 
amounting to about $5.000,000 annual­ 
ly. 
This loss is very 
largely 
brought 
about by n et gatherin g the eggs often 
enough. 
In wet weather more dirty 
eggs are found than at any other time. 
This is caused by the fact that the 
hen ’s feet are often covered with mud 
or other filth, and in going on the n est 
to lay she soils the eggs already in 
the nest.

Austin. Tex .. Jan. 22.—The high 
death rate in the present meningitis 
epidemic has so alarmed the people of 
many of the smaller towns that shot­ 
gun quarantines have been put on by 
the local authorities of these places.

locked with a padlock. 
He pointed 
out to the boys that a series o f sins 
which soon became habits form them­ 
selves into one great chain 
which 
binds a boy down and will not allow j 
lim to live a better life. 
B y a .sud­ 
den deft movement he wrenched, the 
chain from his wrists and told the 
(joys the chain of habit and sin could 
>e torn off if the boy would confess 
Christ and try to live a true Chris­ 
tian life. 
One boy created a lot of merri­ 
ment, in stating what sin one of the 
inks of the chain typified, by crying 
out “ women.” The Rev. U. C. Clutton 
lesitated; 
then he said: 
“ You may 
call women a sin, but I don't believe 
they are, my boy.” 
One boy shouted out that coaxing 
was a sin 01* habit which should be 
broken off. 
But the laughter was 
greater when a youngster from the 
other side of the house declared that 
“ whittling 011 the floor” was a sin. 
At another time one boy suggested 
swearing as a sin but one youngster 
insisted it should be cussing. 
At the beginning of his address the 
Rev. Mr. Clutton pointed out that 
most boys are a bundle of nerves and 
that they fall into habits both good 
and bad. 
TTe said some allow the bad 
habits to overthrow 
the good 
while 
others cultivate good habits. 
The speaker recalled the story of 
the Indian, unacquainted 
with 
the 
manners and customs of this country, 
who was 
surprised 
when 
everyone 
went to dinner at noon. 
The red man 
remarked: 
“ Does everyone get hun­ 
gry at the same time here.” 
The Rev. 
o */ 
Mr. Clutton pointed out that the In­ 
dian ate when he was hungry while 
the white man had the habit of eating 
three times a day at stated intervals. 
lie said that some boys 
had the 
“pantry habit” which came to them 
especially strong just after the clos­ 
ing of school in the afternoon. 
He 
recalled 
the 
story of the 
snake 
charmer, who 
smiled in the suprem­ 
acy i ver the animals, and who in the 
next moment wa> overcome and killed 
by them when they closed in and kill­ 
ed him. 
So do habits act. lie said, 
because when 0113 thinks lie is most 
secure, they are sure to bring disas­ 
ter. 
The b o y s were unanimous in the 
opinion that the 
first 
link of the 
chain should be smoking. 
T11 reply to 
the question “ Why i< it a sin?” sev­ 
eral b o y s cried in unison “ Because it 
injures the brain.” 
The 
speaker 
pointed out that smoking is a grow­ 
ing evil especially among boys be­ 
cause of the common cigarette habit 
He alluded to an experiment made at 
Battle Creek, Mich., when half of the 


po ison taken from a cigarette was 
injected into a irog and killed it. He 
said God wants men’s bodies clean 
which way they can not be and use 
tobacco. 
The second link represented drink­ 
ing. 
Some youths insisted on making 
it chewing or swearing. 
The Rev 
{ . 
S. Clutton said it came directly 
after smoking in the category of sins 
lie said the .-addest phase in relation 
to tlii* habit is that drunkards 
wil 
die and the saloons rnu^ t draw their 
recruits from the boys of today. 
He 
urged the boys not to take tiie first 
step by taking tiie first drink. 
Gambling was the sin taken for the 
next link. 
He said it went arm 
ii 
arm with drinking and that it startec 
by playing the game of chance and 
losing. 
/Swearing, the next habit suggested 
by the boys, was ridiculed by the In­ 
dianapolis minister a s the most sense­ 
less and useless habit of men today. 
It is a habit which grows, lie said, 
and which is hard to break off. 
Chewing which some boy insisted 
should be represented by one of the 
links, w a s -aid by the speaker to be 
worse than the other division of the 
tobacco habit, smoking. 
One boy cried out that selfishness 
should be the habit to represent the 
next link in the chain, and in. answer 
to the question, if selfishness were a 
sin, one boy replied 110. 
But 
the 
Rev. Mr. Clutton decided it should be 
a link in the chain and he declared 
that the boy who is not selfish is an 


exception to the rule. 


Stealing which was suggested by 


several boys, is one o f the first sins 


or habits to enter a boy’s life, a c­ 


cording to Mr. Clutton.
